DELHI, India (AP)- 


One day this month, perhaps in 
a primitive village lacking ei- 
ther doctor or nurse, an Indian 
woman will give birth to the 
country's 500-millionth citizen. 


Census officials decline to 


compute the exact time. They 
acknowledge 
that 
India 
will 


pass the &ilf»billion mark in 
September, but there will be no 
official recognition of the mile- 
stone. 


After all, when you have 499,-

people, 
what's 
one 


more? 


India has more people than 


the combined total of the United 
States, Canada, Mexico, Brazil, 
England, France, West Germa- 
ny, the Soviet Union, Australia 
and Japan. 


It is surpassed only by Com- 


munist China, which has an es- 
timated 750 million people. 


The 
impact 
of population 


pressure has a grim, personal 
meaning here. 


If conditions continue as they 


are, citizen No. 500 million will 
face dismal prospects for his 
life on the subcontinent, among 
them: 


One chance in four of learning 


to read or write. 


A life expectancy of 45 years 


— less if the baby is a girl—com- 
pared 
with 70 in the United 


States. 


An average income of $42 per 


year, or 13 cents per day. He 
will spend eight out of every 10 
rupees on food alone. 


One chance in 140 of ever 


owning a radio; one chance in 1,- 
000 of owning a telephone; and 
one chance in 3,000 of buying a 
newspaper. 


One thing the baby can almost 


bet on is that he will get mar- 
ried. Only one out of every 12,- 
500 Indians stays single. What's 
more, they marry young—often 
in their early teens—and have 
lots of children. 


He can also count on a life- 


time filled with illness and dis- 
ease, because of an insufficient 
and poorly balanced diet and 
because of contaminated water 
and unsanitary surroundings. 


With massive assistance from 


abroad, India is making prog- 
ress toward eradicating disease 
and increasing the food availa- 
ble. Ironically, this progress lies 
behind 
India's 
skyrocketing 


population. 


Epidemics used to kill mil- 


lions of people. In 1918 an esti- 
mated 13 million Indians died of 
influenza and the country lost 
population 
between 1911 
and 


1921 censuses. But today, mala- 
ria has been conquered, small- 
pox is being wiped out and other 
diseases are in retreat. 


Droughts used to ruin crops 


periodically and result in mil- 
lions of starvation deaths. This 
type of tragedy was repeated as 
recently as 1943, but when fam- 
ine threatened this year the 
United States shipped millions 
of tons of grain to India. 


These advances have helped 


double India's population since 
1901. Unless the birth rate is 
drastically reduced, it will dou- 
ble again—to one billion people 
-by 2000.

He has five primary oppo- 
nents. 


North Dakota also is holding

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Con- 


gress returns today from Labor 
Day visits home, with two hot 
issues for immediate attention 
and a pile of unfinished business 
threatening the chances of ad- 
journing before the Nov. 8 elec- 
tion. 


Senate leaders expect to move 


promptly for consideration of 
the civil rights bill with its con- 
troversial 
provisions 
against 


discrimination in some housing. 


If — as is expected — oppo- 


nents adopt filibuster tactics, 
the bill may be set aside while 
the Senate completes action on 
fiscal and other major legisla- 
tion. The civil rights debate ulti- 
mately is expected to consume 
weeks. 


The House has scheduled con- 


sideration Wednesday of a bill 
to limit certain bank deposit 
interest. It is the only legislation 
bearing directly on the hot polit- 
ical issue of expensive and tight 
money, but it touches only one 
facet of that problem — the 
competition between banks and 
savings and loan institutions for 
money to finance mortgages. 


The main fight will come on a 


choice between two versions of 
the legislation. One, by Rep. 
Wright Patman, D-Tex., House 
Banking Committee chairman, 
would put a 4.5 per cent ceiling

Declarer at a suit contract 


wants to draw trumps in order 
to keep his opponents from 
ruffing some of his side suit 
winners and the general rule 
is to pull trumps as soon as 
you can afford to do so. 


You can't afford to pull 


trumps when you need dum- 
my's trumps to ruff some of 
your side suit losers. Oc- 
casionally you may need them 
to keep your opponents from 
forcing you to use up one of 
your own trumps. 


There is a simple way for 


South to play his four spade 
contract. He can ruff the sec- 
ond heart and go right after 
the trump suit. If trumps 
break 3-3 he will concede a 
trick to the ace of clubs and 
make five odd. Trumps break 
3-3 sometimes but a 4-2 break 
is more likely. 


They b r e a k 4-2 this time 


and the simple play is not 
going to work. South will run 
out of trumps before he gets 
time to set up a club trick and 
will lose his contract. 


He will be able to blame the 


loss on that u n f o r t u n a t e 
trump division but the real 
reason will be poor trump 
management. 


South must not go after 


trumps until he has knocked 
out the ace of clubs or at least 
played clubs once. It is all 
right for him to ruff the sec- 
ond heart. Then he must lead 
a club. If East ducks, South 
abandons the suit and runs 
out his contract with spades 
and diamonds. If East takes 
his ace of clubs and leads a 
third heart South must dis- 
card so as to r e t a i n four 
trumps. Then if East leads 
still another heart South will 
be able to ruff in dummy. 


This play gives up the 


chance to make an overtrick 
but who c a r e s about over- 
tricks when the contract is in 
danger!

The point was made quite 
well the other day at a meeting 
3f the Soughern Regional Educa- 
ion Board on Jekyll Island by 
;wo educators from opposite sec- 
ifons of the country. 


Dr. John W. Gustad, dean at 


New College at Sarasota, Fla., 
said a college's job is easier if 
.t accepts only better students 
but that the real criterion of how 
good a job a college does in 
education is how well it teaches 
the less bright students. Dr. Ne- 
vitt Sandord of Standord Univer- 
sity in California told the group 


it the policy of accepting only 


Bright students "is like that of 
a psychiatrist whose patients end 
up in excellent health because he 
refuses to take any patients who 
are sick to start with. . .The 
real test of a college is the 
amount of chage it is able to 
bring about in students, whatever 
their level of abilities." 


It is recognized, of course, 


{0at some students who seek en- 
try 
would not gain much from 


higher education. Others who are 
; poorly prepared can adjust more 
easily by attending junior col- 
leges, where their capacities for 
and developed.
